The  necessarv  steps,  it  is  asserted,  will  be  taken  tomorrow  bv  a  mili- 
tary cotnmisgton,  which  will  proceed  to  Dennrkapu. 

PARIS,  Oct.  26. — In  the  same  room  where  Wood  row  Wilson,  in 
the  closing  days  of  the  peace  conference,  read  out  the  articles 
of  the  League  of  Nations  covenant,  and  M.  Clemenceau.  as  presi- 
dent, in  staccato  tones  declared  them  adopted,  the  Council  of  the 
League  of  Nations  tonight  delivered  what  is  virtually  an  ultimatum 
to  Greece  and  Bulgaria  that  they  must  unconditionally  and  within 
twenty-four  hours  order  all  their  troops  to  retire  behind  their  respec- 
tive frontiers.

TORONTO.  Oct.  26—  Robert  J. 
Fleming,  former  Mayor  of  Toronto, 
and  for  many  years  genarat  manager 
of  the  Toronto  Street  Railway,  died 
here  this  morning  after  a  brief  IIK 
ness  from  pneumonia. 

News  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Fleming, 
who  has  been  a  leading  figure  In  the 
business  life  of  Toronto  for  many 
years,  came  as  a  complete  surprise  to 
his  friends  In  the  city.  The  late  street 
railway  executive  was  seventy-one 
years  of  age.  and  a  week  ago  last 
night  attended  service  at  Timothy 
I. aton  Memorial  Church.  Returning 
to  his  farm  at  Donlanda.  about  ten 
miles  northeast  of  Toronto,  he  com- 
plained that  he  was  not  feeling  well, 
and  It  was  reported  at  his  office  on  the 
following  day  that  he  waa  suffering 
from  a  chill,  but  that  hla  condition 
was  not  serious.

Apsopos  of  the  promises  so  lavish 
distributed  by  Mr.  Mackenzie  King 
during  hisjour  of  the  West  it  is  well 
always  to* remember  that  they  con- 
tained two  "riders."  The  first  was 
that  wherever  he  made  a  sectional 
promise  it  was  necessary  that,  if  it 
was  to  be  implemented,  he  must  have 
sectional  support.  The, second  was  of 
an  even  more  qualitative  character 
for  the  Prime  Minister  said:  "It  is 
not  for  me  to  say  in  any  final  way 
what  those  measures  should  be.  Final- 
ity in  this,  as  in  all  matters  of  legis- 
lative enactment,  belongs  to  Parlia- 
ment" The  latter,  however,  does  not 
absolve  Mr.  King  from  making 
promises  which  he  cannot  guarantee 
Parliament  will  perform 

There  is  no  novelty  in  a  promise- 
making  campaign.  Such  promises  are 
in  the  nature  of  election  bribes  and 
they  were  made  by  Mr  King  in  the 
campaign  of  1921 .  His  promises  then 
were  not  fulfilled  in  their  entirety;  not 
by  any  means;  in  fact  the  platform 
of  the  Liberal  Party  itself  was  torn 
up  plank  by  plank  at  the  bidding  of 
the  Progressives  on  whose  support 
that  Party  was  dependent.  The  elec- 
tors of  Canada,  with  their  experience, 
ought  to  br  able  by  now  to  guage 
the  worth  of  pre-election  promises 
coming  from  Mr.  Mackenzie  King. 
The  morality  of  them  savors  of  what 
Fielding  said  two  centuries  ago  when 
he  wrote:  "The  man  who  is  wantonly 
profuse  of  his  promises  ought  to  sink 
his  credit  as  much  as  a  tradesman 
would  by  uttering  a  great  number  of 
promissory  notes  payable  at  a  distant 
day.  The  true  conclusion  in  both 
cases  is  that  neither  intends  nor  will 
he  able  to  pay.  And  as  the  latter 
most  probably  intends  to  cheat  you 
of  your  money,  so  the  former  at  least 
designs  to  cheat  you  of  your  thanks." 


Leo  Maxse  writing  in  The  London 
National  Heview  says:  "Perorations 
ai  Pilgrims'  dinner*  and  Knglish- 
speaking  I'nion  luncheons  on  the 
tommon  blood,  common  history, 
common  language,  common  ideals  and 
aspirations  of  the  mighty  F.nglish- 
speaking  peoples'  only  render  con- 
fusion worst  confounded  by  en.-our 
aging  illusions  Of  the  similarity  of 
two  utterly  dissimilar  nations.

If  it  is  true  that  the  prices  of  cloth- 
ing are  lower  in  Seattle  than  they  arc 
in  Vancouver  or  Victoria,  a  highly  in- 
teresting political  and  economic  point 
has  been  developed.  .Seattle  merchants 
are  doing  business  in  the  United 
States.  The  tariff  of  the  United  States 
is  the  highest  in  the  world,  and  its 
regular  tendency  is  to  go  up  higher. 
Ergo,  as  the  ancient  controversialists 
used  to  say,  high  duties  do  not  neces- 
sarily increase  the  prices  of  commo- 
dities. High  duties  in  the  case  under 
consideration  have  reduced  the  prices 
of  commodities.  Wc  all,  selfish  crea- 
tures that  we  arc,  desire  to  live  as 
cheaply  as  possible.  Protection,  the 
Liberals  of  Vancouver  have  proved, 
enables  the  people  of  the  United 
States  to  live  more  cheaply  than  the 
people  of  Canada.  Krgo  again,  pro- 
tection is  highly  desirable  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  people  of  Canada.

It  was  here-  that  the  old  In 
dtan  tribe  of  tha  Navajo  mat  thai 
Mexicans  In  encounter  after  encoun- 
ter, neither  content  to  rest  at  peace 
while  the  other  existed. 

It  was  sometime  in  the  first  few 
years  of  the  lant  century  that  the- 
Navajos.  t-olng;  off  to  war.  decided  to 
hide  their  women  and  children  In  a 
cave  high  up  In  the  rocks,  where  they 
could  not  be  seen  by  passemby  In  th* 
canyon  below.  Wtth  their  minds  at 
ease,  they  roajld  ride  out  to  battle 
more-  efficiently. 

All  would  have  been  well,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  a  party  of  Mexicans 
did  come  rldlna:  by,  hnd  It  not  been 
for  the  foolhardlness  of  one  old  wom- 
an. In  her  girlhood  she  had  been 
held  captive  by  the  Mexicans  for 
many  a  year  and  she  had  learned  to 
spenk  their  language.  When  th* 
revenge-seeking  Mexicans  had  passed 
their  hiding  place  well  by,  she  stood 
up  on  the  ledge  of  the  cave  and 
shouted  at  them  In  their  own  lan- 
guage, taunting  them  with  their 
stupidity  and  blindness. 

Needless  to  say.  they  turned  back 
hastily  to  the  hiding  place  thus  re- 
vealed. They  cut  off  all  meana  of 
escsp*  by  encamping  below  the  cave, 
and  then  sent  a  party  of  m*n  to  th* 
mesa  top.  They  opened  fire  on  the 
victims,  shut  up  without  a  chance  of 
escape,  and.  needleas.  to  say.  the 
slaughter  was  fjulte  complete. 

The  site  of  «h*  massacre  has  been 
called  the  "fniiyon  of  Daath11  *ver 
sine*  In  memory  of  the  occaalnn,  and 
no  good  Navajo  would  ever  set  foot 
on  the  dreaded  spot.  Every  Navajo 
fears  the  dead  with  a  superstition 
that  ta  th*  most  powerful  motive  In 
his  life. 

Bullet  marks  sgalnst  the  walla  of 
th*  cave,  hundreds  of  bleached  hones 
and  skeletons  corroborate  th*  story 
that  Is  told  to  th*  srchaeologlst  by 
the  symbols  left  behind  by  the  tribe. 

This  la  only'  one  Incident  In  the 
hlatory  of  th*  famous  canyon  which 
has  been  beaten  and  moulded  by 
many  centuries  Into  lines  of  exquisite 
beauty.  The  hand  of  man  could  not 
fashion  a  plnnaele  more  delicate  and 
graceful  than  many  which  have  been 
moulded  by  nature  In  the  canyon. 
Strangely  beautiful  forma  and  shapea 
give  the  Impression  that  some  .suprr- 
naturolly  adept  fingers  hava  b**n  at 
work  her*,  carving  Into  the  great, 
black-red  mottled  walla.

Mt.NTRKAI,,  Oct.  :«.— Mr.  snd  Mrs. 
I  harles  Bernard,  aged  flfty  and  forty- 
five,  respectively,  were  found  mur- 
dered In  their  hor»e  In  Rougemont. 
Quebec,  twenty-flve  miles  from  Mont- 
real, at  an  early  hour  this  morning 
Mr  Bernard  was  the  manager  of  the 
branch  of  I  .  Banque  Canadlenne  Na- 
tlonale  at  Itoogeniont.  which  adjoins 
their  home.  The  bodies  were  horribly 
gashed,  presumably  with  an  aae.  Mr. 
Bernard  s  body  waa  found  at  the  foot 
of  the  stairway  leading  to  the  street, 
and  Mrs.  Bernard's  was  found  hor 
rlbly  mutilated  behind  her  bed  In  her 
boudoir. 

The  house  had  appeared  vacant 
since  Friday  night,  and  the  bank 
did  not  open  for  business  aa 
ususl  on  Saturday.  It  was  thought 
that  Mr.  Bernard  had  been  called  out 
of  town,  but  one  of  the  neighbors,  be- 
coming curious,  crawled  In  a  window 
of  the  Bernatd  home  this  morning 
and  discovered  the  tragedy  The  dead 
couple  had  lived  In  Rougemont  for 
four  years,  coming  originally  from 
Montreal.

To  those  not  familiar  with  Ontario 
sentiment  It  has  been  an  apparently 
spathetic  campaign.  but  the  real 
condition  la  the  vaat  majority  of  the 
Ontario  elector,  decided  months  ago 
to  defeat  the  Government,  and  they 
have  not   varied  from  that  decision. 

If  there  la  not  an  almost  clean 
Conservative  sweep  In  Ontario  then 
all  political  signs  have  lost  their 
former  significance. 

Kncouraglng  reports  are  reaching 
here  aa  to  Mr.  T.  D.  Coldlcutt's  cam- 
paign in  the  Conservative  interest  in 
Comox-Albernl.  In  spite  of  his  Injury 
last  week,  which  haa  confined  him

In  the  New  World,  the  United  States 
had  alao  adopted  high  protection,  the 
comparatively  new  Fordney  Tariff 
Act  being  so  elaatlc  that  the  Prealdert 
could  ratae  the  duty  on  any  articles 
without  recourse  to  the  United  8tatea 
Government.

The  action  taken  by  the  United 
States  and  the  result  of  that  action 
afford  us  a  great  object  leaaon."  Mr. 
Bowser  declared.  "If  protection  Is  a 
good  policy  In  the  United  States,  why 
Is  It  not  a  good  policy  for  Canada?" 
(Cheers  and  cries  of  agreement.) 

The  speaker  gave  a  few  figures  deal 
ing  with  the  taxes  paid  by  residents 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada  A 
cltlsen  of  the  United  States  having  an 
Income  of  $3,000.  paid  $7.50  Income 
tax  yearly,  while  a  Canadian  with  the 
same  income  paid  $40,  he  said.  A 
$6,000  income  in  the  United  States 
paid  $37. '.0.  and  In  Canada  $126.  An 
income  of  $10,000  In  the  United  States 
paid  $200.  and  in  Canada  $600,  or 
Just  three  times  as  much. 

Canada,  he  said,  had  gone  behind 
financially  every  year  since  the  war, 
while  the  United  States  and  all  other 
countries  which  had  been  the  allies 
of  Canada  In  the  Great  War,  had  gone 
ahead.  Laat  year,  he  pointed  out, 
the  United  States  had  a  surplus  of 
$200,000,000,  and  this  year  It  waa 
estimated  that  Its  surplus  would 
amount  to  $290,000,000. 

"Rt.    Hon.     Mackensle     King,  the 
Liberal  Premier,   Is  neither  high  nor 
low  tariff— he  Is  just  a  drifter."  Mr. 
Bowser  charged.     "His  principal  ob- 
ject in  life  Is  to  stay  in  office,  and  the 
Progressive*     of     the   Prairies  have 
been  the  only  ones  to  keep  him  there. 
W'ho  are  the  Progressives ?     I'll  tell 
you — United     States     farmers  from 
Kansas,    the    Dakota*.    Missouri  and 
Montana.     They  are  good  people  and 
we  welcome  them  to  Canada,  but  we 
do  not  Intend  to  allow  them  to  dic- 
tate the  polities  for  our  cotfntry." 
(  imdltioiiv    In  ViiMtralia 
The  United  States     farmer  In  the 
Canadian    West    wanted     to  sell  hie 
produce    In    the    British    market,  the 
highest  In  the  world,  and  he  wanted 
to  buy  everything  he  wanted  to  use 
In   the  cheapest.     He  cared  nothing 
for  the  fruit  producer  of  British  Co- 
lumbia  or    the    Canadian  Implement 
manufacturer  of  Kastern  Canada.  He 
had   held   the  weight  of  his  support 
over  Mackenzie  King  and  the  reeult 
had  heen  drift. 

The  speaker  compared  condition*  In 
Canada  with  those  of  Australia  and 
New  Zealand,  and  In  each  Instance 
Canada  came  off  second  best.  Like 
Canada.  Australia  had  been  hard  hit 
by  the  war.  Ae  a  means  of  remedy- 
ing conditions,  the  Government  of 
that  country  had  adopted  preteVtlen. 
She  had  paid  $300,000,000  of  her  debt 
and  this  year  ahowed  a  surplus  of 
$16,000,000.  compared  to  a  Canadian 
deficit  of  over  $70,000,000  Australia 
had  made  four  annual  decreases  In 
taxation,  and  beside*  had  thin  year 
contributed  $30,000,000  towards  naval

New  Zealand,  another  country 
which  had  been  disorganized  by  the 
war  and  which  had  adopted  protec- 
tion aa  a  means  of  recovery,  had 
shown  a  surplus  of  $6,000,000  this 
year.  Mr  Bowser  continued.  So 
had  the  Irish  Free 
had  South  Africa. 

"Canada  Is  the  only  country  to 
lower  tariffs  since  the  war,"  he  de- 
clared. "We  have  decreased  our 
tariffs,  while  all  our  competitors, 
sixty-three  countries,  have  Increaeed 
theirs.  Have  all  theae  countries  been 
mistaken?  Is  Mackenxie  King  the 
only  man  among  all  theae  nations 
who  hae  been  gifted  with  wisdom  ? 
We  have  plainly  seen  during  the  past 
four  years  the  mistake  that  has  been 
made.  The  reason  for  that  mistake 
lies  in  the  weakness  of  the  Liberal 
leader  In  allowing  a  policy  to  be  dic- 
tated by  the  few  American  farmers 
of  the  prairies." 

Mr.  Bowser  summed  up  the  great 
changes  which  have  occurred  in  Ca- 
nadian opinion  since  1921.  when  the 
Liberal  Government  came  into  power, 
in  tftfl,  he  pointed  out,  Ontario  waa 
controlled  by  a  Farmer-Labor  Gov- 
ernment, and  the  Maritime  Provlncea 
were  each  controlled  by  Liberal  ad- 
miniat ration*.  Since  that  time  each 
of  the  Liberal  government  In  the 
Maritime*  had  been  succeeded  by 
Conservative  governments  by  over- 
overwhelming  majorities,  and  the 
Farmer  Oovernment  of  Ontario  had 
been  swept  out  of  exigence  by  the 
Conservatives.  In  Quebec  province, 
the  Liberals  had  steadily  lost  strength 
during  the  past  four  years  and  the 
same  was  true  In  the  three  prairie 
provinces  and  ln  British  Columbia. 
In  connection  with  tht*  Province  Mr 
Bowser  declared  that  th*  Oliver  Gov- 
ernment represented  a  minority  of 
the  electors  and  if  It  had  not  been 
for  the  formation  of  the  Provincial 
Party  at  the  last  provincial 

election, 

the  Liberals  would  surely  have  gone 
the  earn*  way  a*  had  the  Liberal 
governments  of  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces. 

Itlnlxtcni  Keek  <  'over 
In  conclusion,  Mr.  Bowser  recalled 
how  ministers  of  the  Mackenxie  King 
cabinet  had  "ducked  for  cover"  when 
he  had  called  an  election.  Four  of 
them  had  gone  into  the  Senate,  while 
other*  had  taken  more  or  le*s  per- 
manent po*t*  on  the  Railway  Board 
and  the  Supreme  Court  bench. 

He  mentioned' the  uppsrent  dlsrup 
tion  of  the  Liberal  Party  and  the 
feverish  endeafor  of  Mackenzie  King 
to  obtain  a  majority  at  any  cost  by 
supporting  Farmer  candidates.

Removal  of  Kaeial 
Hatred  \ou   I  roet | 

Capt.  A.  J.  Brace.  Former  Local 
Y.M.C.A.  Secretary.  Tells  of 
China  at  Club  Luncheon 


"We  must  wipe  out  racial  hatred  In 
thla  country  of  oura.  We  rnuat 
strangle  It  before  It  awumpa  ua  and 
face  the  fact*  aa  they  are  and  give 
the  Chlneae  a  square  deal.  I  would 
not  call  the  Chinese  heathens.  I  pre- 
fer the  name  non-Chrlatlans."  de- 
clared Cnptain  A  J  Brace.  K.R'is 
during  the  course  of  an  Interesting 
addreas  on  China  yesterday  at  the 
weekly  luncheon  of  the  Victoria  Gyro 
Club  at  noon  In  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

Captain  Brace  explained  that  the 
time  of  atatlc  In  China  waa  over  and 
that  nation  was  In  flux.  The  recent 
war  taught  the  Chinese  two  things, 
namely,  self -determination  and  self- 
realization.     They  decided  no  longer 


to  algn  treaties  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet,  aa  they  had  been  forced  10 
do  In  prevloua  years.  The  etudem* 
banded  themselves  together  to  resist, 
even  ut  the  cost  of  their  lives,  the  ex- 
ploitation of  their  country  by  out- 
siders. 

The  speaker  declared  that  the 
Chinese  demanded  two  things  of  all 

innovations  In  their  country.  "Ii  it 
true""  and  "Will  It  work'"  He 
atuted  that  the  great  republic  was  be- 
ing Industrialized  und  quoted  two  In- 
stances to  illustrate  the  difference  be- 
tween Industries  controlled  by  whites 
und  those  by  people  of  thi  yellow 
race. 

Captain  Brace  observed  that  one 
cotton  firm  In  Bhanghal  controlled  by 
whltea  aecured  one  million  dollars  a 
year  In  proftta  by  "aweatahop" 
methods.  A  body  of  young  men 
formed  the  Commercial  Press  of 
Hhanghai  and  now  possessed  3,000 
employees.  It  paid  high  wages,  gave 
ample  time  for  recreation,  cared  well 
for  Its  workers,  and  was  a  model  of 
sfflclency. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of  the 
Victoria  and  Island  Publicity  Bureau, 
yesterday  noon,  the  matter  of  attract- 
ing prairie  tourlats  to  the  city  during 
the  Fall  and  Winter  was  discussed  at 
some  length.  It  waa  felt  that  with 
the  crop  conditions  that  had  pre- 
vailed In  the  Prairie  Provinces  this 
Summer  there  would  be  a  large  ex- 
odus of  people  from  there  this  year 
with  the  object  of  spending  the  Win- 
ter months  under  more  desirable 
climatic  conditions.

PARIS.  Oct.  24. —  Finance  Minister 
Calllaux.  whom  persistent  reports 
have  had  resigned  or  on  th»  v >r$e  of 
being  thrown  overboard  by  his  col- 
leagues In  the  cabinet,  appeared  at 
the  Ministry  of  Finance  this  mortiln* 
In  his  sprlghtllest  form  with  a  freshly 
plucked  flower  In  his  buttonhole  and 
resumed  his  struggle  with  the  finan- 
cial situation. 

His  first  act  was  to  issue  »  denial 
that  he  had  discussed  currency  Infla- 
tion at  yesterday's  cabinet  meeting,  or 
that  the  cabinet  had  enjoined  him  to 
avoid  reference*  to  financial  matters 
in  the  speech  wrfich  ho  la  to  make-  to- 
morrow In  hia  home  department. 

For  the  present.  M.  Calllaux  added, 
the  treasury's*  reeervea  at  the  Bank  of 
France  are  steady.  Renewals  of  short 
term  bonds  make  it  unnecessary  To 
resort  to  further  Inflation  at  once. 

As  for  his  speech  tomorrow,  he  or  .- 
posed  to  discuss  the  financial  and 
political  situation  with  his  usual  free- 
dom and  Independence.

One  particular  goddess  with  the 
Hrltona  was  Kostre.  In  the  month 
of  April  they  sacrificed  to  her.  and 
her  name  Is  still  perpetuated  In  the 
Faster  festival  of  the  Christian 
Church. 

In  December,  on  the  day  that 
marked  the  commencement  of  the 
longer  days,  they  Nolemnlzed  their 
devotional  feellnies  toward  the  aun 
by  burning  a  log  of  wood  a*  an  em- 
blem of  returning  light  nnd  heat;

Yu 
Block,  and  as  the  i'hrlstmas  Block.

The  Board  has  found  that  the 
arson  curve  reflects  not  only  the 
ebb  and  flow  of  prosperity,  but  alao. 
with  unvarying  regularity,  the  closing 
of  the  special  seasons  In  certain 
commodities.  A  precise  relation  be- 
tween Incendiary  flrea  and  Industrial 
seasons  Is  known  to  exist.  Unaa- 
slmilated  aliens  often  are  the  blazers 
of  the  arson  trail.  Underwriters  hold 
this  type  responsible  for  many  de- 
vastating conflagrations.  With  the 
approach  of  the  Christmas  season,  the 
fur  manufacturing  trade  concludes 
It*  brief  "year."  and  aa  the  cutting 
and  sewing  machines  slow  down,  the 
number  of  conflagration*  In  these 
shops  Increase  Inordinately  with 
other  montha.

Besides  the  belief  in  eln  tribes,  the 
Anglo-Saxons  brought  to  Kngland  the 
more  dangerous  doctrines  of  wltch« 
craft  and  divination  which  sapped  the 
reasoning  powers  of  the  people  and 
Impeded  all  Intellectual  advancement. 
The  advent  of  Christianity,  about  the 
year  »00.  only  rooted  out  the  more 
gross  of  the  pugan  observances. 

In  spite  of  opposition  from  both 
the  more  intelligent  pt  the  clergy  nnd 
from  kings,  witchcraft,  wleardry.  and 
all   the   evils   that   went   with  them.

Moth  monks  and  clergy  aided  these 
fancies  by  the  circulation  of  legends 
which  were  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the 
people  of  those  days  and  the  efft*  t  of 
these  can  still  be  traced. 

All  true  children  love  fairy  *tor!«a. 
and  the  difference  between  ths  or- 
dinary spirits  snd  the  fairies  is  that 
the  former  were  said  to  be  able  to 
expand  or  contract  their'  bulk  as 
neceasUy  demanded,  but  the  fairies 
always  remained  essentially  small  In 
elx».  Brownies,  dwarfs,  etc..  were 
sometimes  represented  aa  deformed, 
ugly  or  repulsively  wicked,  but  the 
fairies  have  remained  almost  uni- 
formly described  ss  beautiful  minia- 
tures of  the  human  being,  dainty.

Fairies  are  always  represented  as 
family  people,  living  like  mankind 
under  a  monarchical  form  of  govern- 
ment.
